How many of us remember 
those childhood days 
spent crafting, knitting or 
sewing with our mothers 
(or grandmothers)?

Knitters are not shy. Knitters have opinions. 
Get 1 0 knitters in a room together, and odds 
are there will be 1 1 opinions (it's one of my 
favorite things about knitters). Knitters also 
come up with the most amazing questions. 
This advice column will be a space for 
questions and opinions, and I couldn't be 
more excited! You see. I've been dreaming of 
this day since I was little. 

Allow me to explain. When I was a kid 
growing up in Chicago, I used to love Dear 
Abby. It was the first thing I read each 
Sunday, even before the comics. Let me 
be clear: My love of Dear Abby is in no way 
a reflection on Ann Landers. I'm sure Ann 
Landers was a wonderful writer; it's just 
we were a Tribune family and Ann Landers 
was a Sun Times gal. The early '70s was a 
tumultuous time, and like so much of the 
country, Chicago was a city divided.

After a lively discussion, answering all 
sorts of questions, one of the knitters 
declared, "You're like the knitters' Dear 
Abby!"Cue the cartoon lightbulb over my 
head while the chorus of imaginary angels 
began to sing. 

So here I am, gentle readers, ready to 
humbly attempt to fill — in a fiber-y way — 
the shoes of my childhood hero.

Working. . 

With Linen 



We all have linens in our homes — right? That's what we call that 
collective group of bed sheets, tablecloths, napkins and fine hand 
towels. But linen yarns are a whole different story. 



All About Linen 

Linen comes from flax, which is a tall slender 
plant with pale blue flowers. It's grown all 
over the world and does best in cool, damp 
regions. Nutritious flax seeds and multiuse 
linseed oil also come from the flax plant. 
Because the optimal growth period of flax 
varies depending on whether it will be used 
for its fiber or seeds, flax plants are usually 
grown commercially for one or the other, 
but not both. 

The process of harvesting the flax plant 
for linen is laborious, although it has 
become less so with modern machinery. The 
outer woody stalk is tough and is bonded 
to the precious inner fiber by pectin which 
must be rotted away. This process is called 
"retting" and can be done with water or 
chemicals. After being retted, the flax stems 
are crushed and then combed to separate 
and straighten the fibers. Finally, the long, 
smooth inner fiber (called "line") that 
remains is spun into linen thread or yarn. 

The history of linen is fascinating and has 
roots in many ancient cultures. In ancient 
Egypt, mummies were wrapped in linen. 
Linen was also used for trade and was 
considered a luxury fiber. Romans used sails 
woven of linen. Charlemagne championed 
the production of linen, and it became the 
principle textile plant in medieval Europe. 

The beneficial properties of linen are 
numerous. It is very absorbent, yet it also 
gives up moisture quickly, making it a 
superb choice for things like sheets and 
towels. It is a thermal conductive fiber, 
making it an excellent choice for both 
warm- and cool-weather clothing. It cools 
the body in summer and retains warmth in 
winter. Linen is antistatic and odor resistant, 
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and it doesn't typically pill. Fabrics made 
from linen have amazing drape and soften 
more with each washing. It is also incredibly 
durable, and unlike wool or silk, it is actually 
stronger when wet. 

There are many choices for linen yarns 
out there. As knitters, we are so fortunate 
to have such a wide variety available in the 
marketplace! In addition to 100 percent 
linen yarns, there are blends of linen with 
other fibers. The addition of cotton or rayon- 
type fibers can soften a linen yarn, making 
it easier to work with. There are also yarns 
that mix wool or other animal fibers with 
linen, which can add texture, warmth and 
elasticity to a finished item. 

Getting Started 

Because so many of us started our lives 
as knitters using springy yarns such as 
wool or wool blends, knitting with plant- 
based yarns — especially linen — can be 
daunting. Linen has no elasticity and is very 
slippery, so knowing how to work with it is 
sometimes tricky. 

To begin, it can be very helpful to soak 
linen yarn before knitting with it. Soaking 
will soften the yarn, making it easier on 
the hands, and then it will yield a more 
predictable gauge. This adds an extra 
step to the process, but the results can be 
extremely rewarding! 

Fill a sink or bucket with hot water (use 
hot water for 1 00 percent linen or linen/ 
cotton; for other blends, stick with warm or 
cool water) combined with a small amount 
of a softening agent such as hair conditioner. 
Wind your yarn into a hank or hanks if that 
has not already been done. Put several ties 
around the strands of the hank; otherwise. 



you'll have a tangled mess on your hands! 
Place the hanks into the water/conditioner 
solution and let them sit for at least an hour 
or two. 




Rinse well; use towels to absorb the 
excess water and hang the hanks to dry. 
After the yarn is fully dry, wind it into balls, 
and you're in business! 




Finishing Hints 

When you're knitting away with your now- 
softer linen yarn, it might occur to you that 
the task of weaving in ends is still looming 
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on the horizon. Not to fear! I have a few tricks 
that I like to use, regardless of whether I'm 
using 1 00 percent linen or a blend. 

As with any yarn, be sure to start a new 
ball at the edge of your piece whenever 



possible. In cases like my Vervain Tank (see 
page 18) where most of the garment is 
seamless, place yarn-end changes near the 
sides of the piece. 

It's important to use the right kind 



of needle for working in ends. With any 
slippery yarn, I prefer to use a needle with 
a sharp point instead of the dull-ended 
tapestry needle typically used for weaving 
in wool tails. 



Method 1 

Method 1 works well when you're near a seam and there 
isn't a chance of being able to see through the fabric. 




With the yarn threaded through the sharp 
needle, pass the needle vertically down 
through a row of stitches, actually piercing 
the stitches with the needle, going through 
the plies. Work like this for about an inch. 




Turn and go back directly through the first 
pass, securing the yarn. 




Then turn and come back in the other 
direction one row over for the same length as 
the first pass. 




Do the same for the other end, traveling in 
the opposite direction. 



In both methods, an additional precaution can be taken by using a sewing needle 
and matching thread to actually hand-sew down the end. This can be even more time- 
consuming, but it might be your best option for especially slippery yarn and an item that 
might see heavy wear. 

Like many of the finer things in life, linen requires a little extra attention. But with its 
elegance, drape and versatility, it's definitely worth it! ■ 



Method 2 

Method 2 is good for weaving in 
ends in any location in the fabric, but 
especially if the join is in a spot where 
you can see through the fabric. 




Bring the yarn through to the right side of 
the work. 




Work duplicate stitch by following the path 
of one row of stitches for an inch or so. 




Take the yarn to the wrong side of the 
work again. Further secure the strand by 
passing it up and down through the backs 
of the last couple of stitches worked.

Special Abbreviations 

Slip, slip, purl (ssp): Slip 2 sts 1 at a 

time kwise to RH needle; return sts 
to LH needle in turned position and 
p2tog-tbl — a left-leaning single dec. 
Slip marker (sm): Slip marker from LH 
needle to RH needle. 

Special Technique 

l-Cord Bind-Off: *K2, ssk, slip 3 sts from 
RH needle back to LH needle; rep from * 
until all sts are bound off. Cut yarn and 
pull strand through the rem 3 sts. 

Pattern Notes 

This tank is worked from the bottom up 
in the round to the armholes, and then 
the back and front are worked back and 
forth in rows. The bottom layer is worked 
first using CC.Then the hem of the main 
tank is worked using MC. After the 
2 layers are joined, the tank continues in 
stockinette stitch using MC only. 

Work neck decreases 2 stitches from 
edge as follows: On right-side rows, 
work [k2, k2tog] at beginning of row 
and [ssk, k2] at end.

Row 2 (short row, WS): Work in pat to 
end of row. 

Row 3: Hiding the wrap when you 
come to it, work Row 3 of Lace pat 
across 16 (19, 21, 23, 25, 27) sts, W&T. 
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Continue working short rows in Lace 
pat as established and hiding wraps 
when you come to them, work 8 (9, 9, 9, 
10, 10) more sts on next RS row, then 5 
(6, 6, 7, 7, 8) sts on next 2 RS rows, 4 (4, 

5, 5, 6, 6) sts on next 2 RS rows, and 3 (3, 
3, 4, 4, 5) sts on next 2 RS rows, bringing 
sts into Lace pat. 

At the same time, when left-side-seam 
edge (beg of RS row) measures 1 inch, bind 
off 7 sts at beg of next RS row for armhole. 

After all short rows are complete, 
work in pat across all sts on next RS

Shape Neck 

Maintaining pat, dec 1 st at neck edge

With smaller needles, cast on 63 (63, 69,

Knit 5 rows. 

Change to larger needles. 

Beg with a RS row, work in St st and 
inc 1 st at each end of 5th row, then

With A, cast on 42 (44, 48, 50, 54) sts; with B, cast on 
42 (44, 44, 46, 46) sts— 84 (88, 92, 96, 100) sts. 

Row 1 (RS): With B, work in Faggoting pat across 
42 (44, 44, 46, 46) sts, change to A, work in Faggoting pat 
to end. 

Work 89 (99, 107, 115, 125) rows in established pat. 
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8 ( 8 V 2 , 9 V 4 , 93/4, IOV4)" 

4 (4, 4V2, 4V2, 5V4)" 12 (I2V2, I2V2, 13V4, I3V4)" 



Lifelines 

In the event that rows need to be removed due to a 
knitting error, having a lifeline in place will ensure that it 
is a smooth, painless process. 

Every inch or so, use a tapestry needle to thread a 
contrasting yarn (lifeline) through the live stitches on 
your knitting needle. Cut the lifeline and secure the ends. 
If you ever need to rip back, the lifeline will catch the 
stitches, allowing you to place them on a knitting needle 
and begin the pattern again. 



Left Armhole 

Row 1 (RS): Work across B sts, twist yarns; with A, bind 
off 28 (30, 32, 34, 36) sts, work to end. 

Row 2 (WS): With A, work to bound-off sts, then cast on 
28 (30, 32, 34, 36) sts, twist yarns, work B sts to end. 



Back 

Work 76 (84, 94, 104, 110) rows in established pat. 



Right Armhole 

Work same as left armhole.

If working a knit 
st, bring yarn to front of work between 
needles, then slip same st back to LH 
needle. Bring yarn to back, wrapping st. 
If working a purl st, bring yarn to back 
of work between needles and then slip 
same st back to LH needle. Bring yarn to 
front, wrapping st. Turn, leaving rem sts 
unworked, and then beg working back 
in the other direction. To hide wraps 
on subsequent rows: On right front, 
insert RH needle from behind and lift 
up wrap onto LH needle. Purl it tog with 
wrapped st. On left front, hide wrap as 
you work ssk following the 2yo. Work 
2yo, insert RH needle from bottom to 
top into wrap and lift it up and over 
tip of LH needle and over the wrapped 
st; si first st as if to knit, si st from RH 
needle back to LH needle pwise, knit 
all 3 loops (first st, wrap and 2nd st) tog 
through back loops to create ssk and 
hide wrap.

Row 3: K3, *k2tog, 2yo, ssk; rep from * 
to last 3 sts, k3. 

Row 4: P3, *p1, (pi, pl-tbl) into 2yo, pi; 
rep from * to last 3 sts, p3. 

Rep Rows 1-4 for pat. 

Pattern Notes 

To make it easier to maintain Chain- 
Link Mesh pattern, short-row shaping is 
worked between pattern repeats. 

Work armhole, neck and sleeve cap 
decreases as follows: Work kl, ssk, at 
beginning of right-side rows and k2tog, 
kl at end. Work pi, p2tog at beginning 
of wrong-side rows and ssp, pi at end. 

In order for your stitch count to 
remain correct and your pattern to line 
up, it's vital that you shape armholes 
and neck while maintaining the stitch 
pattern. If you don't have enough 
stitches for two decreases and a double 
yarn over, you can use a single yarn 
over and single decrease, or just knit 
the extra stitches.

Use visual cues from the 2 previous rows to determine where to resume the 
Chain-Link Mesh pattern after working shaping bind-offs or decreases along 
an edge. The double yarn overs in the current row are worked between double 
yarn overs made 2 rows below. The k2togs in the current row are worked when 
you are above the left-hand stitch of the yarn over from 2 rows below followed 
by a knit stitch; ssks in the current row are worked when you are above a knit 
stitch followed by the right-hand stitch of the yarn over from 2 rows below. 
When working the mesh pattern, pay attention to how the pattern stacks up, so 
that by the time you get to the armhole shaping, you are able to read your work. 



Back 

With straight needles and using long- 
tail cast-on (see page 108), cast on

Short row 12: Rep 
Short row 4.

Short row 15: Work 47 sts in pat, W&T.

in pat, hiding rem wrap as you come to it.

(12, 11, 12, 12) times— 22 (22, 24, 26, 28) sts. 

Bind off 2 sts at beg of next 2 rows, 
then 3 sts at beg of next 2 rows. 

Bind off rem 12 (12, 14, 16, 18) sts. 

Finishing 

Block pieces to measurements. Sew 
shoulder seams. Set in sleeves. Sew side 
and sleeve seams.

Restoring Life: 

A Knitter’s Story 

By TABETHA HEDRICK 




She enjoyed every minute of it; that is, 
she enjoyed it all the way until the heart- 
stopping second it took for someone to 
make an unwise move. Then Melanie's life 
was changed forever. 

While she was fresh from her romantic 
honeymoon, it was just a day like any other. 
A call came in, and Melanie responded. The 
suspect tried to run, and Melanie stopped 
her. However, on this day, it wasn't exactly 
that easy. In the short scuffle, Melanie's 
pepper spray canister was kicked so hard 
that it wedged between her belt and body- 
armor vest, piercing through the L4 and 
L5 vertebrae of her spine and causing an 
immediate blown disc. 

Hospitalization, three back surgeries, 
spinal fusion, constant pain and the 
diagnosis of "failed back-surgery syndrome" 
ended her police career, terminated her 
active lifestyle of kayaking and scuba diving, 
and altered her family's reality, "My job had 
been my life. It becomes who you are. You 
no longer get introduced by just your name, 
it's 'this if my friend Melanie; she's a cop.' It 
was a bleak time for me." 

Melanie's family had to move into a 
home without stairs, but more than that, 
her husband had to step up and take over 
duties in what had been Melanie's domain 
in order to keep the home running. She 
describes her situation by saying, "You see, 

I wasn't able to walk more than a few feet. 
My husband, who is AMAZING, suddenly 
had to be chief cook and bottle washer. . . . 
Guilt, coupled with a feeling of uselessness, 
overwhelmed me." 



When a police officer became disabled 
in the line of duty, the sense of loss 
was overwhelming. Through knitting 
she restored her life and hope. 



"I got her to change her mind," Melanie 
Atkins says as she describes a situation in 
which a woman was ready to take her own 
life by jumping off a parking garage. "Those 
moments are very literally the reason why I 
became a police officer." Helping a woman 
leave a domestic abuse situation or watching 
the potential drunk driver call a cab simply 
because he saw her cruiser in the parking lot 
were just some of the highlights of her job. 

Working in the service field certainly isn't 
the easiest profession, but for someone as 
active as Melanie — someone so devoted 
to helping others — it made perfect sense. 
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Being a police officer is described as a 
calling, a way of life, and without it, Melanie 
felt lost and powerless. She was lonely 
without her friends, who, because they were 
cops, feared seeing what could potentially 
be their own reality. Add that sense of loss 
to the pain she was in, and the situation 
became a dark, ugly abyss that threatened 
to drown her. 

Her kids loved yard sales, and one 
morning, her son came across a basket of 
a random assortment of yarn balls, two 
mismatched needles (one size 6 and one 
size 8), and a pamphlet printed from the 
Internet called. Teach Yourself to Knit. He 
snapped it up and presented it to his mom 
in the hopes of cheering her up. 

"Of course, I oo'd and ah'd for him," she 
laughs, "but inside, I was very disinterested. 
Really? Knitting? I set it next to my chair and 
forgot all about it." 

Well, she forgot about it until about 2 
o'clock in the morning, when, racked with 
more pain and insomnia, her gaze fell right 
onto that basket. 

"I'm ashamed to say it, now, that my 
thought was, 'Well, if nothing else, I will 
bore myself to sleep.'" She picked up the 
needles, laid out the paper instructions, and 
was quite suddenly lost in amazement. She 
toyed away for hours and, by 7 o'clock, had 
fashioned herself a short garter stitch scarf, 
"It was dreadful," she muses, "but, when 
my husband woke to find me humming, 
knitting and SMILING, he almost fell in 
shock." He listened with true adoration 
as his wife gushed over her knitting 
accomplishment, acting like he had never 
seen something so awesome before. He 
was, in fact, so thrilled to see the light in 
her eyes again that he immediately went 
to some local stores and came home with 
books, yarn and no fewer than five sets of 
interchangeable needles! 

She set to work, diving completely 
into the fiber realm of socks, sweaters 
and shawls,"! paid no mind to the skills 
required on the pattern. I just followed the 
instructions! Let me just say that there is a 
lot of value in trial and error!" 

Back in 2004, professor of psychology 
Mihaly Csikszentmihalyi spoke at a TED Talk 
about finding your flow, that sense of peace 
when your mind forgets all its troubles, 
"When we are involved in [creativity], we 
feel that we are living more fully than 




during the rest of life," Csikszentmihalyi 
explained. "You know that what you need to 
do is possible to do, even though difficult, 
and sense of time disappears. You forget 
yourself. You feel part of something larger." 

Melanie applies this concept to her own 
life. She typically wakes around 4 o'clock in 
the morning when her medication wears 
off, so she gets up and settles in with a 
magazine ("Usually Creative KnittingV she 
says), and then resumes knitting for the bulk 
of the day. She's still relatively chair- and 
bed-ridden, so aside from physical therapy 
and doctor's appointments, her activity is 
significantly limited. 

"Without knitting, my existence would 
be boring and bleak indeed," she explains. 
The relief that knitting brings her is awe- 
inspiring, but the mental and emotional 
healing has spread far beyond herself. 

Her husband and children, too, have 
experienced healing from her fiber art 
explorations. Their hope is evident in the 
constant support and inspiration they 
provide. Her husband still, even five years 
later, goes out to purchase every new 
knitting book on the market, and her 
children willingly and lovingly wear her 
handknit projects. Knitting "is like opening 
the windows and clearing the dust. My mind 
is in motion again. As are my hands. I have a 
purpose," she says with an emotional tug. 

The news articles about knitting 
being good for one's health aren't purely 
sensational. The stories and the experiences 
are so truly real and stirring that you can't 
help but to pick up a set of needles and 
begin for yourself. 



Life can be hard with difficult situations 
that can't be explained; that much is true. 
But to know that, even on smallest level, 
we can play a hand in healing some part 
of ourselves with our loving hands and 
hearts — that's pretty mind-blowing, indeed. 
Melanie advises, "I've never considered 
myself inspirational, but I can tell you this: 
Whether you're knitting a frustrating piece 
or dealing with a frustrating life situation, 
never stop looking up."H

Row 6: Kl, p2, [k2, sskp, k2, yo, kl, yo, k2, 
p2, k2, yo, kl, yo, k2, sk2p, k2, p2] twice, kl. 
Row 8: Kl, p2, [sskp, k3, yo, kl, yo, k3, 
p2, k3, yo, kl, yo, k3, sk2p, p2] twice, kl. 
Rep Rows 1-8 for pat. 

Pattern Note 

Work neck decreases as follows: At 
end of right-side rows and beginning 
of wrong-side rows, work k2tog if 2nd 
stitch is a knit stitch, p2tog if 2nd stitch 
is a purl stitch.

Working both sides at once with 
separate balls of yarn, dec 1 st at each 
neck edge [every row] 3 times — 33 (37, 
42, 46, 50, 55) sts. 

Work even until sleeves measure 
91/2 (10, 10, 101/2, 101/2, 11) inches from 
markers, ending with a WS row. 

Bind off all sts.

Gauge 

20 sts and 26 rows = 4 inches/1 0cm in St st. 
To save time, take time to check gauge. 

Special Abbreviations 

2/2 RC: Slip next 2 sts to cn and hold in 
back, k2, k2 from cn. 

Slip marker (sm): Slip marker from LH 
needle to RH needle. 

Pattern Stitch 

Cable (4-st panel) 

Rows 1 and 3 (WS): P4. 

Row 2: K4. 

Row 4: 2/2 RC. 

Rep Rows 1-4 for Cable pat. 

Pattern Note 

Circular needle is used to accommodate 
large number of stitches. Do not join; 
work back and forth in rows. 



Garter & Cable Points 

Make 14 

With straight needles, cast on 8 sts. 

Row 1 (WS): K2, pm, p4, pm, k2. 

Row 2: Kfb, k1, sm, k4, sm, kfb, k1 — 

2 sts inc. 

Rows 3 and 5: Knit to marker, p4, knit 
to end. 

Row 4: Kfb, knit to marker, 2/2 RC knit 
to last 2 sts, kfb, k1 — 2 sts inc. 

Row 6: Kfb, knit to last 2 sts, kfb, k1 — 

2 sts inc. 

Rep [Rows 3-6] 3 times — 26 sts. 

Cut yarn, leaving a tail. With RS 
facing, slip sts onto circular needle. 

Body 

Joining row (RS): Working across all 
14 points on circular needle, kfb, work in 
established pats to last st, kfb — 366 sts. 
Rows 2 and 3: Rep last row — 370 sts. 

Narrow Garter St Sections 
Row 1 (WS): Kfb, k1 (border sts), pi, 
*k10, p4, klO, p2; rep from * to last 3 sts, 
pi, k1, kfb (border sts) — 372 sts. 

Rows 2, 4 and 6: Kfb, work in 
established pat to last st, kfb — 2 sts inc. 
Row 3: Kfb, k2, p2, *k9, p4, k9, p4; rep 
from * to last 5 sts, p2, k2, kfb — 376 sts. 
Row 5: Kfb, k3, p3, *k8, p4, k8, p6; rep 
from * to last 7 sts, p3, k3, kfb — 380 sts. 
Row 7: Kfb, k4, p4, *k7, p4, k7, p8; rep 
from * to last st 9 sts, p4, k4, kfb — 384 sts. 

Discontinue border inc, working first 
and last 5 sts in garter st throughout. 



continue to narrow garter st sections, 
working 2 more sts in each section in St 
st every row until only 1 garter st rem 
before and after each cable. 

Work rest of wrap in St st with 5 garter 
sts at each edge and 1 garter st on each 
side of cables. 

Shape Wrap 

Dec row (RS): *Work to 3 sts before 
cable, ssk, k1, work Cable pat, k1, k2tog; 
rep from * across, complete row in pat — 
356 sts (28 sts dec). 

Maintaining established pats, rep Dec 
row [every 6 rows] 4 times — 244 sts. 
Note: There will be 10 sts in St st between 
each cable and 1 garter st on each side. 
Work 6 rows even. 

Next row (RS): Maintaining Cable pat, 
dec 1 st in St st section between each 
cable by working k4, k2tog, k4 — 231 sts. 
Next row (WS): Knit all sts between 
cables. 

Maintaining pat with garter st 
between cables, work even until wrap 
measures approx 10 y 2 inches from tip of 
points, ending with a WS row. 

Loosely bind off all sts in pat, working 
(k1, k2tog, k1) across each cable. 

Finishing 

Work in all ends. Block by immersing 
wrap in lukewarm water. Roll in a towel 
to partially dry. 

Spread flat to finish drying, 
smoothing down points. ■ 
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It's time for fun in the sun, 
sand and waves. Hit the 
beach with these hot knits!

Gauge 

26 sts and 32 rows = 4 inches/lOcm in 
Surf pat with larger needles (blocked).

Row 3: Change to C, knit across. 

Row 4: Purl. 

Rep [Rows 1-4] 16 times. 

Bind off. 



Surf Square 

(multiple of 4 sts + 1) 

Make 2 

Note: Slip all sts pwise with yarn on WS 
of fabric. 

With larger needles and A, cast on 49 sts. 
Row 1 (RS): With A, knit across. 

Row 2: With A, kl, purl to last st, kl. 

Row 3: With B, *kl, si 3 wyib; rep from * 
to last St, kl. 

Row 4: With B, kl, pi, *sl 1 wyif, p3; rep 
from * to last 3 sts, si 1 wyif, pi, kl. 

Rows 5 and 6: With B, rep Rows 1 and 2. 
Rows 7-10: With C, rep Rows 3-6. 

Rows 11 and 12: With A, rep Rows 3 
and 4.

Border colors: Use A for Seaspray, C for 
Clam, A for Little Waves, and B for Surf. 

With RS facing, smaller needle and 
border color as given or as desired, 
pick up and knit 43 sts along 1 edge of 
dishcloth. 

Complete same as for long edge of 
runner. Rep for each edge. 

Use mattress st to sew mitered 
corners tog.

Circular needle is used to accommodate 
large number of stitches.

Long-Tail Cast-On 

Make a slip knot on the 
right needle. 

Place the thumb 
and index finger of 
your left hand between 
the yarn ends with the 
long yarn end over your 
thumb, and the strand 
from the yarn ball over 
your index finger. 

Close your other fin- 
gers over the strands 
to hold them against 
your palm. Spread your 
thumb and index fingers 
apart and draw the yarn 
into a V. 

Place the needle in 
front of the strand 
around your thumb 
and bring it under- 
neath this strand.

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Basic Stitches 

Garter Stitch 

When working back and forth in rows, 
knit every row. When working in the 
round, knit one round, then purl one 
round. 

Stockinette Stitch 

When working back and forth in rows, 
knit right-side rows and purl wrong- 
side rows. When working in the round, 
knit all rounds. 

Reverse Stockinette Stitch 

When working back and forth in rows, 
purl right-side rows and knit wrong- 
side rows. When working in the round, 
purl all rounds. 

Ribbing 

Ribbing combines knit and purl stitches 
within a row to give stretch to the gar- 
ment. Ribbing is most often used for 
the lower edge of the front and back, 
the cuffs and neck edge of garments. 

The rib pattern is established on the 
first row. On subsequent rows, the knit 
stitches are knitted and purl stitches are 
purled to form the ribs. 

Gauge 

The single most important factor in deter- 
mining the finished size of a knit item is the 
gauge. Although not as important for flat, 
one-piece items, it is important when mak- 
ing a clothing item that needs to fit properly. 

Before beginning, it is important to 
make a gauge swatch about 6 inches 
square using the recommended stitch 
pattern(s) and needles. If the project that 
you are making will be worked in the 
round, work your gauge swatch in the 
round as well. Wash and block the swatch. 

When the blocked swatch is dry, count 
the number of stitches and rows in the 
center 4 inches. If there are fewer stitches 
and/or rows than indicated in the Gauge 
section in the pattern, your needles are 
too large. Try another swatch with smaller 
needles. If there are more stitches and/or 
rows than indicated in the Gauge section 
in the pattern, your needles are too small. 
Try another swatch with larger needles. 

Continue to adjust needles until correct 
gauge is achieved. 



Reading Pattern Instructions 

Before beginning a pattern, look through 
it to make sure you are familiar with the 
abbreviations and techniques that are used. 

Some patterns may be written for more 
than one size. In this case the smallest 
size is given first and others are placed in 
parentheses. When only one number is 
given, it applies to all sizes. 

You may wish to highlight the num- 
bers for the size you are making before 
beginning. It is also helpful to place a self- 
sticking note on the pattern to mark any 
changes made while working the pattern. 

Measuring 

To measure a piece, lay it flat on a 
smooth surface. Take the measurement 
in the middle of the piece. For example, 
measure the length to the armhole in 
the center of the front or back piece, 
not along the outer edge where the 
edges tend to curve or roll. 

Working From Charts 

A chart will often be provided as a visual 
representation of a color or stitch pat- 
tern. On the chart each cell represents 
one stitch. A key is given indicating the 
color or stitch represented by each color 
or symbol in the cell. 

The row number is at the edge of the 
chart where that row begins. If the num- 
ber is at the right, the row is a right-side 
row and the chart row is read from right 
to left; if the number is at the left, the 
row is a wrong-side row and the chart 
row is read from left to right. 

When working in rounds, every row 
on the chart is a right-side row and is 
read from right to left. 

Use of Zero 

In patterns that include various sizes, 
zeros are sometimes necessary. For 
example, kO (0, 1) means if you are mak- 
ing the smallest or middle size, you 
would do nothing, and if you are mak- 
ing the largest size, you would k1 .

bind-off — used to finish an edge 
cast-on — process of making founda-

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Provisional Cast-On 

The provisional cast-on has a variety 
of uses. It starts with a crochet chain 
on a crochet hook about the same 
size as the knitting needle. A chart 
is given below of crochet hooks that 
correspond most closely to knitting 
needle sizes. 

Crochet Hook Knitting Needle 
E 4 

F 5 

G 6

K 10V2 

To work this type of cast-on, start 
with a crochet chain one or two stitches 
more than the number of stitches to be 
cast on for the pattern you are working. 
Since the edge is removed to work in 
the opposite direction the chain should 
be made with a contrasting color. 



Once the chain 
is completed, 
with a knitting 
needle, pick up 
and knit in the back bar of each chain 
until the required number of stitches 
is on the needle. Continue to work the 
pattern as given in the instructions. 

Instructions 
then indicate 
that the provi- 
sional cast-on be 
removed so the 
piece can be worked in the opposite 
direction. In this case, hold the work 
with the cast-on edge at the top. 

Undo one loop of the crochet chain, 
inserting the knitting needle into the 
stitch below the chain. (This stitch is 
on the original first row of knitting.) 
Continue to undo the crochet chain 
until all the stitches are on the needle. 
This provides a row of stitches ready 
to work in the opposite direction. 





Knit Cast-On 

Make a slip knot on the 
left needle. 

Knit a stitch in the 
loop and place it on 
the left needle. 

Repeat until you 
have cast on the num- 
ber of stitches indi- 
cated in the pattern. 




I -Cord 

Using 2 double- 
point needles, cast 
on (backward loop 
method) number of 
stitches indicated. Knit, do 
not turn. Slip stitches back 
to end of needle, knit 
stitches. Repeat to desired 
length. Thread yarn 
through stitches to end. 




3-Needle Bind-Off 

Use this technique for seaming two edges together, such 
as when joining a shoulder seam. Hold the edge stitches 
on two separate needles with right sides together. 

With a third needle, knit together a stitch from the front 
needle with one from the back. 

Repeat, knitting a stitch from the front needle with one 
from the back needle once more. 

Slip the first stitch over the second. 

Repeat knitting, a front and back pair of stitches togeth- 
er, then bind one off. 




Working Short Rows 

*Workto indicated turning point, slip 
next St pwise to RH needle. Bring yarn 
to RS of work between needles, then 
slip same st back 
to LH needle. 

Bring yarn to WS, 
wrapping st. 

Turn, leaving 
rem sts unworked, 
then beg working 
back in the other 
direction. 

Repeat from * 
until short rows 
are completed. 

If you are turn- 
ing before you 
come to the 
wrapped stitch 
of the previous 
short row, you will 
work wraps and 
wrapped stitches 
together when 
the short rows are 
completed. If you 
are working past 
the turning point 
of the previous 
short row before 
wrapping and 
turning again, 
you will need to 
work the wrap and 
wrapped stitch 
together as you 
come to it. 

Use the follow- 
ing method to 
work wrap and stitch together. 

On knit side, insert tip of right needle 
into wrap, then into stitch and knit 
them together. 

On purl side, insert tip of right needle 
into wrap from right side, lift it onto 
left needle, then purl stitch and wrap 
together. 
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Cable Cast-On 

Make a slip knot on the 
left needle. Knit a stitch 
in the loop and place 
it on the left needle. 
Insert the right needle 
between the last two 
stitches on the left 
needle. Knit a stitch 
and place it on the left 
needle. Repeat until 
you have cast on the 
number of stitches indi- 
cated in the pattern. 




Center Double Decrease 



Slip the next two 
stitches from the left 
needle to the right 
needle as if to knit 
two together. Knit 
the next stitch on the 
left needle. Insert the 
left needle into the 
two slipped stitches 
and pull them over 
the first stitch and off 
the right needle. 




Placing a Zipper 

It's simple to sew a zipper in by hand. 

Step1: 

With the zipper closed and 
the public side of the gar- 
ment pieces facing you, 
pin the zipper into place. 

Then, use contrasting sew- 
ing thread to baste the 
zipper into place with a 
running stitch. 

Step 2: 

Remove the pins and 
whipstitch the zipper 
tape to the wrong side 
of the garment. 

Step 3: 

With the public side of 
the fabric facing you, 
back-stitch the zipper to 
the knitted fabric. 

If there's any excess 
zipper tape at the top 
or bottom, fold it to the 
wrong side and tack it 
down. Remove basting thread. 




Mattress Stitch 

Hold the two pieces parallel with the 
right sides of the fabric facing you and 
cast-on edge at the bottom. Insert 
the tapestry needle from back to 
front between the first two stitches of 
the first piece, just above the cast-on 
stitch; pull the yarn through, leaving a 
3-inch tail. Insert the needle from front 
to back between the first stitch and 
second stitches of the second piece 
and pull the yarn through. Return to 
the first piece and insert the needle 
from the right side to wrong side 
where the yarn previously came out 
of the piece. Slip the needle upward 
under the next horizontal bar and 
bring the needle through to the right 
side. Cross to the other side and repeat 
the same process, going down where 



you came out, under one bar and 
up. Continue until seam is complete, 
pulling seam closed every inch or so. 
Weave in the tail. Use 
the beginning tail to 
even-up the lower 
edge by working a 
figure 8 between the 
cast-on stitches at 
the corners. Insert 
the threaded tapestry 
needle from front 
to back under both 
threads of the corner 
cast-on stitch on the 
edge opposite the tail, 
then into the same 
stitch on the first 
edge. Pull gently until 
the"8"fillsthegap.
